The Environmental has 
caused the Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC) to check over its 
method of charging towns and cities 
for the use of the MDC sewer system 
Chairman George Allan of the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer Com- 
missioners believes the net result 
may be a smail reduction in costs, to 
the Town of Wilmington. 

‘The present charges are based on 
the population of the communities. 
The 1977 charges to Wilmington were 
$147,029. The 1979 projected costs are 
$81,947, based on a population of 18,000 
residents. 

Two MDC officials visited 
Wilmington last week. They are 
ascertaining the recording systems, 
the billing systems and the water 
systems, etc. in each of the com- 
munities served by the MDC. 

The purpose of the visit is to find out 


how to make a common assessment, 
for all the communities. Com- 
missioner Arthur Smith told the two 
men that while Wilmington is a fair 
user of the sewer system for in- 
dustries there are very few 
Wilmington homes which discharge 
into the MDC sewer. 

‘There are things that have to be 
found out, the men told the com- 
missioners. There is, for instance, in 
Walpole, three large users of water 
who pump their water from the river 
and who discharge into the sewer 
systems. In that case the MDC put 
meters on the pumping systems. 

The men were interested only in the 
large users. 

The MDC, if changes are to be 
made, must have its system approved 
by July 31, 1979. If there are local 
change overs, as a result, the date will 
be September 1

Sports Notebook 


- Will men pay to play? 


Tewksbury's finance committee 
wielded the buzz saw last week, cut- 
ting the funds fot the mens’ softball 
league from $1700 to $500. Earlier the 
league had met to discuss .the 
possibility of each player paying to 
play and the finance committee's Guy 
Gallello offered the opinion that he 
saw no reason why players couldn't 
come up with $5 or $10 to play in the 
softball circuit. 

Several players have openly asked 
about the future of the league that has 
seen Beatties move to the Lowell 
League on the heels of last summer's 
messed-up playoff picture that had a 
championship being determined by a 
meeting and not by the play on the 
field. 

Airport, a.perennially strong club 
until last season, has also deopped out 
of the league, but several other 
organizations are said to be interested 
in fielding mens’ teams in Tewksbury. 

Gallello said that the town has done 
its part in the past in preparing the 
field and that the major cost for the 
league now would be the paying of um- 
pires. 

Several summers ago when the 
league was going strong with two 
divisions the town was appropriating 
as much as $2,000. Now, with the 
Tewksbury finance committee 
attempting to tighten the belt in 
several directions, the men will be 
forced to come up with some cash in 
the pay-for-play plan that is not un- 
usual in adult recreation, 

‘The $500 figure will most likely be 
appropriated at town meeting, mean- 
ing that the league must come up with 
fast funds before the start of the 
season later this spring. 

‘The Tewksbury Adult Basketball 
League has made a go of it with five 
teams depending largely upon sponsor 
funding along with a $20 per man cost 
for playing. 

Local fighters score wins 

A pair of local fighters, one who just 
turned professional and another who 
might be headed in that direction, 
scored impressive ring wins last 
week.

Swasey refutes no-pay charge 
‘Wilmington Recreation Department 
Director Ron Swasey has refuted the 
charges that the referees who worked 


the Rec Basketball League playoffs 
worked without pay after funds for the 
league ran out at the end of February. 

One referee who worked a Junior 
Boys championship game Sunday had 
been told that he wouldn't be paid 
because the funds for these final 
games weren't available. 

‘Swasey, when asked about the lack 
of funds, answered, “I don't know 
where you heard that, but it’s a bunch 
of garbage. Anybody who works for 
tus gets paid.” Swasey added that the 
basketball program is probably his 
most expensive, offering a guess that 
when he's finished with his com- 
parison figures the Rec Dept. will 
probably have spent more money on 
the basketball program in 78-79 than it 
did in 77-78 . 

‘The Rec Director added that he had 
received requests for added practice 
times during the course of the season 
but refysed saying that he had to hold 
the line somewhere on the successful 

that had over 500 youngsters 
playing this winter. 

Custodial and referee fees make up 
‘a good amount of the cost of running 
the program, but Swasey was quick to 
mention that the league hasn't gone on 
a roundball binge. 

“We're not adding any new tour- 
naments or more games because the 
money is getting tighter,” offered 
Swasey. “It's a reflection of the 
tightening times.” 


Swasey also debunked the com- 
plaint about no playoff games in the 
mens’ league, saying,"there never 
were any mens’ playoff games."” The 
Wilmington Adult League generally 
played three games a week for five 
weeks this winter, giving each team 
15 games for the season - the same 
total as last year.

Field proposal to live or die 

Tewksbury High School Athletic 
Director Michael Sullivan told the 
Town Crier Tuesday that the proposed 
field addition plan will “either live or 
die tomorrow night.” 

‘The plan, slated to come up during 
the public meeting on the School Com- 
mittee budget tonight (March 21) at 
the Loella Dewing School, calls for a 


combination soccer-field hockey field 
adjacent to the TMHS driveway, a 
physical education area behind the 
school and improvements to the cite 
behind the Center School that would 
eventually lead to a new varsity level 
baseball diamond. 

The cost of the program over a 
three year period would be $40,350 
with the first phase having a $25,000 
effect on the town meeting warrant. 


Sullivan has lobbied for the field 
proposal that would be completed 
some time in 1982. 

Will freshmen have a coach? 

Sullivan also hopes that the subject 
of Tewksbury's freshmen football 
coach - or lack of a coach - will come 
up during the school committee's 
regular business tonight. 

The committee voted February 28 
to eliminate the position of a 
freshmen football coach after the 
resignation of John Donoghue. 
Donoghue, who led the frosh to an 
MVC title with a 9-0 record last fall, 
left to pursue a masters degree. 

Sullivan has laid the groundwork for 
what he hopes will be a reinstatement 
of the $1200 position in the near future, 
if not tonight. He has written Supt. of 
Schools John Wynn and has spoken to 
several school committee members 
about the possibility of saving on 
salaries eleswhere in the athletic 
budget rather than at the freshmen 
level. 

Sullivan cited the elimination of the 
boys varsity gymnat 
financial concession he was willing to 
make and did when only a handful of 
boys showed interest in the sport this 
past winter. 


If the committee says no-go to a 
full-time frosh coach the team will be 
coached by a varsity TMHS coach on a 
part time basis. 

Sullivan is also plugging for a junior 
varsity soccer coach and is willing to 
part with the salary appropriated for 
a faculty manager in order to get the 
much needed JV soccer program off 
the ground. 

‘Tewksbury is one of the few schools

that is without a junior varsity’Soccer 
team and varsity coach Steve Levine 
feels that a JV squad is vital to the im- 
provement of players in what is a 
rapidly growing sport in Tewksbury.
